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in mediating the impact of stress on ad- 
verse pregnancy outcomes. Moreover, the 
researchers note that risk factors correlate 
with each other; women who smoke are 
also those who are most likely to lack ad- 
equate social support and to be the least 
educated. Accordingly, the authors sug- 
gest that preventive efforts be directed at 
improving the coping capacities of those 
women experiencing stressful life events 
during pregnancy.—kK. Mahler 
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
